This gives them a_ wholeness, 
dignity, and sacredness which they 
would not otherwise be able to ac- 
quire. Here, again we perceive the 
deep relationship between social 
service and the ascetic ideals—the 
close connection between the cap- 
acity for the greatest sacrifice, and 
a form of retirement from the 
world; we see that only those who 
have left the “natural man” en- 
tirely behind are able to do the 
best work in many spheres of life. 

There are a great many men and 
women who entirely fail to realize 
the need for such ascetic examples, 
because their view of life is not 
sufficiently realistic to enable them 
to grasp the actual needs of our 
human life. Dostojewski once said: 
“He who does not understand the 
monk, does not understand the 
world.” 

It is frequently asked to-day: “Is 
it not more useful to live in the 
midst of the world rather than 
withdraw from its keenest attrac- 
tions and temptations and make 
vows of solitude?” But this ques- 
tion is quite irrelevant when we 
look upon these ascetic figures as 
object lessons in spiritual earnest- 
ness, and thus essential to our 
social and educational work. Cer- 
tainly it is more difficult to remain 
quite pure and free in the midst of

Other conclusions at which Edi- 
son arrived, which are in keeping 
with the teaching of the Catholic 
Church, were expressed by him as 
follows: 

“Religion and science have the 
same origin. If both are truth there 
can be no conflict between them. 


“A power that created out of the 
intangible the tangible things of 
the universe was surely master of 
matter and of men. Great results 
indicate great planning. And such 
perfect system as our senses reveal 
to us had to have an all intelligent 
and non-erring designer.” 


Continuing his reasoning Edison 
pointed out that, “Man, the most 
self-efficient creature, has no con- 
trol. except by unnatural means, of 
birth and death, the two greatest 
events in life. If we cannot control 
our beginning and our end we must 
admit our total ignorance compared 
to that of an intelligence so infi- 
nitely greater and more powerful 
than our own.” 


Mr. O’Hagan closes his interest- 
ing article by quoting some passing 
reflections made by Mr. Edison: 

“One evening, while in a reflec- 
tive mood, the master inventor and 
the writer walked down the labora- 
tory yard. Scanning the heavens 
Edison pointed his finger and said: 


“The sun, the moon and the 
stars are above us. Brightness 
comes from aloft, darkness and de- 
spair from below. We gaze toward 
Heaven to inspire and elevate our- 
selves. All advancement must be 
‘forward and upward. 


“All things have a leader, even 
the planetary system, the herds in 
the field, the birds in the air, the 
fish and the mammals in the sea. 
This desire for a leader worth fol- 
Jowing is probably based upon an 
instinctive recognition of superior- 
ity, a sense that seems to exist in 
all creatures. So man with his 
great intelligence must voluntarily 
accept a leader because of his 
proved ability and fairness. Surely 
this is a concept of the acceptance 
of the power of God.” 

That Edison believed religion a 
needed thing is indicated by the 
remark that “it is a necessary 
brake on the passions of mankind.” 
He agreed with the French writer 
that, if there were no God. civiliza- 
tion, for its own protection, would 
have to create one. 


In carrying on a discussion of 
this nature the inventor maintain- 
ed: 

‘The world cannot exist without 
faith. There is the faith between 
varents and children, man and 
wife, in our business associates, in 
our Government and in the Author 
of All Things. We should not con- 
demn religion for the wrongdoing 
of a few. There are fakers in all 
helds, Because it was necessary to 
Impeach a President of the United 
States is no indictment of our Con- 
stitution.”

A New Decree 
On Confirmation 


According to dispatches printed 
in the secular newspapers, a new 
ruling has been made by the Holy 
See to the effect that Confirmation 
must precede First Holy Com- 
munion. The decree also dis- 
courages the present South Ameri- 
ean and Spanish custom of baptiz- 
ing and confirming children at the 
same time, ruling that the Sacra- 
ment of Confirmation must not be 
conferred on children below the age 
of seven and providing that First 
Holy Communion cannot be re- 
ceived until the children have been 
confirmed. The earliest practice 
in the Church was the administra- 
tion of the Sacraments of Baptism, 
Confirmation and Holy Communion 
almost simultaneously. A change 
was made in this practice from the 
course of ages and this change was 
extended in favor of missionary 
countries where Bishops for the 
administration of Confirmation 
were not readily available. The 


new decree represents a return to 


earlier practice.

Letters of Popes — + 
Called Guides For 
Employers, Labor 


“Rerum Novarum” and “Quadra- 
gesimo Anno” Point Way to 
Restoration of Fair Living 
Conditions, Catholic 
Editor Declares 


Washington. — Teachings con- 
tained in the Papal Encyclicals 
Rerum Novarum and Quadrage- 
simo Anno provide for both em- 
ployers and workers a means to 
restore fair living conditions and 
to end the present period of econo- 
mic chaos in the United States and 
throughout the world, George N. 
Shuster, managing editor of The 
Commonweal, declared in an ad- 
dress which was read Friday over 
Station WOL in the radio period 
conducted under the auspices of 
the Catholic Evidence Guild of 
Washington. 


Declaring that the program of- 
fered by His’ Holiness Pope Pius 
XI and that of his predecessor, 
Pope Leo XIII, present a plan for 
the reconstruction of industry, Mr. 
Shuster said: 


_ “Four years ago, the vast ma- 
jority of Americans were content 
with what seemed to be a new so- 
cial ‘order.’ On every side it was 
held, and also believed, that under 
the leadership of speculative capi- 
talists, Americans had said good- 
by forever to hard times. Today 
no one—be he rich or poor, em- 
ployed or jobless—would attempt 
to prove that the period of ten 
years prior. to the stock crash of 
1929 were anything but years of 
social disorder, during which error, 
greed and even villainly triumphed 
over the reason once expressed in 
the social principles adopted by the 
infant United States as tenets: of 
the basic constitutional law. 

Pope Leo’s Teachings Cited 

“Forty odd years ago, the Sov- 
ereign Pontiff of the Catholic 
Church, Pope Leo XIII, drew up a 
statement of social doctrine which 
approached the conditions prevail- 
ing in 1890 by the light of what 
the Church had taught since the 
time of the Apostles. This was the 


chief points stressed were these: 
the worker is entitled to a living 
wage, or a wage sufficient to guar- 
antee the stability and welfare of 
'his family; since this claim exists 
‘in natural law, the worker is en- 
| titled to battle for it with every 
\legitimate means, including organ- 
ization and collective bargaining; 
|but since property rights also exist 
‘under natural law, the worker 
must not attempt to abrogate them 
‘by the use of such expedients as 
class war and Socialistic govern- 
iment. 


PE “This statement of fundamental 
| Catholic teaching on social prob- 
lems had a far-reaching effect. The

action designed to put the counsels 
of Rerum Novarum into practice; 
iand its blessing was upon ~ all, 
'whether Catholic or not, who lab- 
ored to secure a right measure of 
‘Social justice for the poor. But far 
\too frequently lip service to the 
‘maxim of a living wage was com- 
bined with great unscrupulousness 
in the treatment of those forces 
upon which society’s ability to pay 
this living wage was necessarily 
based. And when, as the result of 
the industrial disorderliness which 
we have already seen to have pre- 
vailed after the World War, the 
prema eg of the world’s economic 
Structure gave way, our reigni 
Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, conel 
another Encyclical Letter.

an eminent scholar is an asset to 
the Church. His mere presence in 
the Church disarms a certain type 
of critic. If he uses his talents 
and knowledge and writes and 
speaks in her defense, he becomes 
a tremendous force for good. Es- 
pecially is this true if he writes in 
such a manner that he commands 
the respect and attention of non- 
Catholics. Here in America the 
work of Carlton J. H. Hayes in 
history and criticism merits high 
praise for this very reason. His 
books on history are so sound, fair 
and interestingly written that they 
have wide use in non-Catholic 
schools. This is a most effective 
type of writing. It would indeed be 
a wonderful thing not only for the 
Church but for our country as a 
whole if some Catholic writer could 
write a text on biology which would 
meet a like reception. 

In England the work of Hilaire 
Belloc is of incalculable value to 
the Church and an inspiration to 
Catholics the world over. It is true 
that Hayes is a convert to the 
Church and Belloc was educated at 
Oxford. But there are no limits to 
Genius or to the Grace of God. 
‘In the development of Catholic 
education in America the teaching 
sisterhoods, the teaching brothers, 
and the regular clergy are mainly 
responsible. Especially on the 
Catholic Colleges and Universities 
must we continue to rely for the 
spread of sound learning. We must 
look to them also for training 
many of the men who will aid in 
the work of such organizations as 
the National Council of Catholic 
Men. We can not expect the great 
orders of the Church to carry this 
educational burden alone. If the 
Catholic education is to grow in 
power and influence it must have 
our patronage and adequate finan- 
cial support.

When the Emperor suspended his 
last ministry he conferred on Dr. 
Seipel the highest dignity and 
honor of the monarchy—the title 


of Privy Councillor. 


It is significant that Msgr. Sei- 
pel was the only minister of the 
monarchy to retain his influence 


under the revolutionary regime. He 


was elected to the first Austrian 
National Assembly from a district 
in Vienna known as the home of 
the “intellectuals” and held the 
seat until he accepted the post of 
Chancellor. 

His rise in the world of states- 
manship continuing, Dr. Seipel be- 
came head of the Christian Social 
Party. A thorough democrat, yet 
a conservitive, he brought to bear 
a brilliant political sagacity and 
keen debating ability to stem the 
tide of fanatical socialism, and he 
succeeded. 

In May, 1922, Austria was at the 
lowest point of her post-war for- 
tunes. Dr. Seipel was called upon 
to form a cabinet and he faced the 
situation with courage and con- 
fidence. His treasury was empty, 
government administration was 
corrupt and inefficient, the mob of 
the street ruled the National As- 
sembly.

New York.—Religion is the one 
element “which alone can make in- 
telligible the manifold and com- 
plex characteristics that human 
nature ,” and “offer a clue 
to the meaning of life” and to the 
restoration of “a humanity lost in 
the mists of theory,” declared the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph A. Daly in the 
course of his address recently over 
the “Catholic Hour.” | 
The “Catholic Hour” is broad- 
east over a network of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, 
through Station WEAF, here, and 
is sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Men. 

Declaring that many have found 
it so impossible to bridge “the gap 
between theory and reality” that 
they fell into an attitude “in which 
their own questionings are stilled 
with the narcotic of indifferent- 
ism,” Dr. Daly called religion “that 
element which leads us from be- 
wildered questioning to peaceful 
understanding, which unites those 
final and ultimate realities, the 
Sonl and God.” 


Purpose Is Proclaimed 


“In man’s eternal life purpose - 
and design proclaim themselves un- 
ceasingly in the intricacy and 
beauty of his physical structure,” 
Dr. ‘Daly said. “Consider the 
miracle of procreation. .. . 

“How evident also is this pur- 
pose in the many ways by which 
the human body protects itself. 
Should we but cut our finger, the 
blood flows for a while, then a pro- 
tecting cover is laid over the 
wound and underneath this cover- 
ing the process of regeneration is 
carried on till the wound is healed. 
Is this the chance discovery of a 
fumbling nature force or rather 
the product of an_ intelligent 
Creator? 

“Mark also the beautiful adapta- 
tion of our sense organ to the 
types of stimulation which they 
are directed to receive. ... 

“Consider the infinitely compli- 
eated and co-ordinated adjustments 
of nerve and tendon and muscle 
which are required in such a simple 
act as walking; or again, the mani- 
fold changes by which the body 
adapts itself to heat or cold in the 
atmosphere about it. 

“These things are all so much a 
part of our physical life that it is 
rarely we give to them any special 
attention. Yet were we to try to 
explain theft in terms of material 
laws, in terms of physical ma- 
chinery, we could discover much of 
the external ways in which they 
operate, but nothing of the force 
which causes this operation. .No 
examination of the matter of a 
germ cell has ever disclosed the 
reason why it undergoes such a 
rhythmic and progressive division. 
The mystery of life lies beyond the 
domain of test-tube and microscope 
—beyond the explanations of the 
sciences which ponder the secrets 
of the physical universe... ,. 

“How ghastly the concept that 
the power which created the organ 
of vision through which there pass 
the rich colorings of nature, the 
golden sunlight, the blue of the sea 
and the white radiance of the 
moon, that power which created the 
portals of the ear which open wide 
to the loveliness of music, the song 
of birds and the soft whisper of 
leaves in the summer breeze—that 
this same power should have con- 
demned to a futile and purposeless 
existence the one for whom these 
organs were designed as avenues 
to the world outside himself!”

Followed Brother’s Example 


Father Damien, born in Belgium, 
followed the example of his broth- 
er in entering the Congregation of 
the Sacred Hearts at Louvain. 
While he was still in minor orders, 
his brother, who was already a 
priest, was designated for labor in 
the Sandwich Islands. He was 
ready to sail when he became ill 
with typhoid fever and was unable 
to go. Father Damien volunteered 
to substitute for him and although 
gaining permission to undertake 
sueh work while still in minor or- 
ders seemed to present difficulties, 
the Father Superior General of the 
Congregation finally consented, evi- 
dently deepely impressed by the 
generosity and self-sacrificing 
spirit of the young man’s offer. 
The Apostle of the Lepers was 
destined to labor for nine years in 
the general mission field before em- 
barking on his apostolate to the 
people of Hawaii stricken with the 
dread leprosy. There were seven 
churches in the district confided to 
his care and the population was 
spread over an area of some thirty 
miles. The only means of trans- 
portation was his own feet and in 
his ministrations the priest was 
forced to struggle against the 
handicaps of the uncivilized wil- 
derness. 

With Father Damien's cause now 
being earnestly sought, not only by 
the Congregation of which he “was 
a member, but by many admirers 
throughout the world, contrast is 
drawn between the condition of the 
Hawaiian lepers of his time and 
that of today. He labored in 
Hawaii when victims of leprosy 
were, In the eyes of the people and 
the Government, Pariahs to be 
herded off into miserable isolation 
and left to shift for themselves far 
beyond the rim of civilization until] 
they should finally expire in a 
wracking, corrupting death.

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THIRTEENTH SUNDAY APTER 
PENTECOST 


There are two thoughts we would 
like to have you children take from 
today’s Gospel about the Ten Lep- 
First, the mercy of Jesus in 
curing that terrible disease. Sec- 
ond, the mercy of Jesus in forgiv- 
ing our sins; the leprosy of our 
souls.. There is no disease from 
which the human race has suffered 
more loathsomely than leprosy; no 
disease is more contagious,—that 
is more easily caught. Mortal sin 
on the soul is a worse form of 
spiritual leprosy, because the soul, 
destroyed by sin, is of greater 
value than the body destroyed by 
physical leprosy. 

The power and goodness of 
Christ, shown by curing the Ten 
Lepers, was an outward manifesta- 
tion of His power and foodness in 
forgiving sin. He still continues 
to cure sick bodies and His Church, 
through the administration and in 
the Name of Christ, continues to 
heal sin-laden souls. In many 
shrines throughout the world, as 
well as some particular instances 
m private homes, sick and infirm 
bodies are restored to health. In 
every Catholic church and chapel 
throughout the whole world the 
healing of souls, siek and dying in 
the leprosy of sin, is brought about 
through the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance. Jesus Christ left te His 
Church this power of forgiving | 
sins. Moreover, the graces and the 
other Sacraments and Indulgences 
are means of preserving that 
health of soul. 

Sin, like leprosy, is very con- 
tagious. Our children should be 
frequently warned against the con- 


| Have you noticed the book used 
iby the priest at Baptism and when 
‘giving other Sacraments 
Blessings? Well, that is called the 
“Ritual.” Have you noticed your 
priests using a_ gilt-edged book, 
either in church or about the 
home? That contains many Psalms 
from the Bible as well as parts of 
the Gospels, Epistles and sermens 
of the Saints. It also contains 
short lives of the Saints whose 
feats are celebrated on different 


days. This book is called the “Bre- 


viary.” 

These two books must strictly 
conform with the editions approved 
by the Church. All bl ings given 
are given through the suthority of 
the Church, hence, the Church has 
authority to say how these bless- 
ings and Sacraments are to be ad- 
ministered. The ceremonies used 
must be aceording to that set form. 
And to whom do all priests belong, 
as ambassadors of Christ, if not to 
the One True Church He founded? 
Hence, the Church again has the 
authority to state what is to be the 
“Official Prayers” used by her 
ministers. 

You might be interested to know 
that both these books were at one 
time known under the one name 
Ritual. For greater convenience, 
the book of ceremonies and the 
Breviary of prayers to be said each 
day by every priest were separated 
in size only. The spirit embraces 
both books, as the Church’s solemn 
worship of God. 

Perhaps these books do not in- 
terest you? The Ritual, with its 
holy ceremonies and prayers, is the 
Charch’s sacred manner of follow- 
ing your soul from the baptismal 
font even to the grave. Each time
